Koss Barry, breeder of Registered Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle near the town of Merid- 
ian, Texas, is very much interested in the 
development of the baby beef work of 
Bosque county and as a result took it upon 
himself to address Captain L. E. Bailey con- 
cerning the magnitude of the project for 
the forthcoming show at Fort Worth in 
March. Captain Bailey is acting in the ca- 
pacity of State and County Agent as well of Rochelle, Texas. 
as representing the Department of Agri- 
culture Extension Service of Bosque Coun- 
ty, nevertheless he responded with a brief 
summary of what the boys and girls are 
doing with their calves, etc. His first duty 
is to represent the Extension Service in 
promoting better live stock and the proper 
use of economical feeds. Among his duties 
we find the task of convincing the farmers 
of his county that blood tells in the up- 
building of the live stock. He also has to 
convince the farm 
money can be made on the farm if proper 
methods are used. 
other tedious tasks it is his to encourage 
the farmers and their families to visit the 
live stock shows and expositions, there to 
witness for themselves the advantages of 
pure bred live stock. This is the synopsis 
as outlined by Captain Bailey.

There are also twelve head of fine Short- 
horns and ten good Herefords being fitted, 
so Fort Worth will know that Bosque Coun- 
ty is on the map when this gang shows up 
next March.

Rosemere 37th had this strong maternal line she derived a very 
great portion of her strength and loveliness through her sire. Pos- 
sibly the least known of any of the sires appearing in this tabula- 
tion, and perhaps one of the most important is Knight of Rosemere. 
This son of Oakville Quiet Lad headed for Congdon & Battles the 
first prize aged herd at the Chicago International of 1916, a group 
that was never placed lower than second in any show. 

Knight of Rosemere died when he was four years old, leaving 
but few descendants, but practically every one of them were show 
animals. Perhaps the most outstanding among these was Pride of 
Rosemere 37th, an outstanding show animal herself and besides 
being the dam of Pride of Rosemere 67th she is responsible for 
Prizemere 32d and Pride of Rosemere 94th, these are her first three

ar in this section our fruit crop 
was a failure. The trees were all in blos- 
som when a killing frost came. We were 
inconsolable at first, knowing how difficult 
it would be for those of us who do our own 
canning to get along without the usual 
number of cans on our cellar shelves. How- 
ever we found with the fruit as with every- 
thing else we could get along and it was 
not such a hardship as we expected. The 
fresh fruits are now to be found on every 
market during the winter, and the commer- 
cial canned fruits were beyond our expec- 
tations in cheapness and quality. Indeed, 
some housewives have profited by the ex- 
perience and are now buying their fruits in 
so called gallon tins. I found by reheating 
and adding sugar to taste these fruits were 
excellent for sauce as well as pies. Any 
surplus can be easily recanned and used at 
a future time. : ; 

We are enjoying apples again this year, 
and they afford us a variety of delicious 
desserts. Just now they are needing sort- 
ing and the housewife may be looking for 
recipes, which will tempt her family so 
more apples may be utilized. 

Apples are rich in food value and con- 
tain minerals that are necessary for the 
growing child. The habit of eating the fruit 
raw should be encouraged. 

The word apple-sauce seenis to be a fav- 
orite with my ten year old son just now, he 
is very fond of the dish, if prepared in this 
manner: Peel and cut in eighths apples 
suitable for cooking, cover with boiling wat- 
er, cover tightly, and boil briskly until ten- 
der. Remove cover add sugar to taste, let 
boil until clear. 

Apple pie is a universal favorite and if 
made with a flaky crust and topped with 
ice cream, has few rivals in the dessert line. 

On these cold, brisk, days, apple dump- 
lings make a satisfactory dessert, for the 
outdoor worker. To make dumplings: Roll 
rich biscuit dough as for pie crust, butter is 
preferable to lard in making this dough, 
cut in circles the size of a small pie plate. 
Slice one apple for each dumpling, fold up 
edges, pierce top with a fork and put in 
baking pan in which a syrup of the follow- 
ing has boiled a few minutes: 2 cups wat- 
er, 1% cup sugar, 1 tablespoon butter, 1 
teaspoon cinnamon, and % teaspoon salt. 
Bake thoroughly and serve with thin cream. 

i prefer apple roll to dumplings: 

1 quart apples 2 cups water 
1% cups sugar 

Peel, core and chop apples fine, cook 
sugar and water in baking pan over low 
fire. While cooking make rich biscuit 
dough. Roll out about 1% inch thick, spread 
with apples and roll into long roll; cut in 

pleces 112 or 2 inches thick, place cut side 
down in hot syrup, sprinkle with sugar and 
cinnamon and put small piece of butter on 
top of each. Bake in hot oven until apples 
are done and the crust is golden brown. 
Serve with plain or whipped cream. 

: — crisp is a nice dessert for a busy 
ay: 

1 quart sliced apples 
1 teaspoon cinnamon *%4 eup flour 

% cup water 7 tablespoons fat 

_ Butter a baking dish and fill with apples, 
cinnamon, and water mixed. Work togeth- 
er remaining ingredients until crumbly.

covered. Serve with plain or whipped 
cream, or lemon sauce. 

Baked apples make a delicious breakfast 
or luncheon dish. To bake remove cores 
then cut through the skin around each ap- 
ple at its largest circumference, allow one 
tablespoon of sugar for each apple. They 
may be put in baking dish with a thin syrup 
of sugar and water to which a small amount 
of butter has been added. For variety the 
cavity in each apple may be filled with 
raisins, nuts, and dates. 

Jellied apples are a favorite with the chil- 
dren and are very nice to serve with roast 
pork. They are made in this way: 

Pare, core and quarter red cooking ap- 
ples. Place in a baking dish with enough 
thin sugar syrup to barely cover them. 
Bake in slow oven, covered. Soak 1% table- 
spoons of gelatin in cold water, dissolve in 
% cup boiling water and add to hot apple 
juice. Pour over the apples, chill until it 
sets. May be served with whipped cream. 

Rosy aples are made by peeling and cor- 
ing firm apples, set side by side in a sauce 
pan, add water to half cover the apples, let 
simmer gently until tender. Remove from 
pan, add 1 cup sugar to the liquid, also sev- 
eral red cinnamon candies for coloring, let 
boil until reduced to one cup syrup, let cool, 
pour over apples, chill. May be served with 
thin cream. 

Fried Apples with Bacon. 

Fry slices of bacon, remove from pan. 
Fry apples which are sliced but unpeeled, 
in bacon fat. Add % cup sugar, and 1 tea- 
spoon salt, to apples. Arrange on platter 
with bacon. 

Apples furnish a pleasing foundation for 


salads. A favorite is Waldorf Apple Salad: 

2 cups apples, cubed 1 cup white grapes 

1 cup celery, cut fine 14 cup pecan or walnut 
meats 


Mix with cream salad dressing and serve 

on lettuce leaves.

; _ (Continued from page 3) 
been winners in the regular show herd pnt 
out by this firm. The first calf sired by 
Prizemere 32d stood at the head of his class 
at the 1926 International. Surely this is evi- 
dence of a remarkably prepotent strain. Re- 
ferring to Prizemere 32d at the recent In- 
ternational Mr. Battles said “we rate Prize- 
mere 32d as probably the greatest son of 
Prizemere 9th and he is our ranking herd 
sire at present.” 

When he saw Pride of Rosemere 67th 
standing at the head of her class at the Chi- 
cago International in 1925, Secretary R. J. 
Kinzer, of the American Hereford Breeders’ 
Association, than whom there are few better 
judges of Aberdeen-Angus said “it is only 
once in a lifetime that one can expect to 
produce one like her.” She has held an envi- 
able show record since she started to work 
in that role, winning first in class, and 
Junior championship at both the Pacific In- 
ternational and the Chicago International 
shows in 1925. She won the junior and 
grand championship at Regina, Sask., in 
1926, and stood at the head of her class at 
the Eastern States Exposition, prior to com- 
ing to the 1926 International where she won 
the honors that entitle her to this special 
mention. 

The credit is scarcely due any one partic- 
ular reason more than another for the tab- 
ulation is filled with history making cattle 
a plenty. Three different sires appearing 
have won International grand champion- 
ships, viz: Kloman, Oakville Quiet Lad and 
Glenfoil Thick Set 2. Five different Inter- 
national grand champions claim cows ap- 
pearing in this pedigree as their mothers. 
Five different bulls are sires of Internation- 
al grand champions. 

If asked which in his estimation was the 
greater bull of the group no doubt Otto Bat- 
tles would not hesitate to say Prizemere 9th, 
still he would have to weigh carefully many 
another for there is Oakville Quiet Lad, 
Meraman of Tierra Alta, Knight of Rose- 
mere, Kloman, Black Woodlawn, Star of 
Denison, Western Star, Bell’s Eclipser, 
Glenfoil Thickset 2d and Brookside Star. 
Surely such an assertion would not be so far 
afield for Prizemere 9th will be written in- 
to history in a way that will not soon be for- 
gotten. It must be remembered too that his 
contemporaries in the production of show 
cattle are of such outstanding merit and 
quality as other great bulls have not had 
to contend with. The splendid winnings of 
his get this season have been accomplished 
in competition with perhaps the strongest 
battery of breeding bulls of any era in 
American cattle history. 

There are other bulls with performance 
records. Kloman, for instance, winner of 
the International grand championship in his 
own right in 1911 happens to be the sire of 
Plowman, the Kershaw bull that has held 
such an extended show record, and he in 
turn is the sire of Playman of Sunbeam, the 
1925 International grand champion bull for 
Judge Fullerton of Oklahoma. Also the win- 
ner of the Sesqui-Centennial grand cham- 
pionship at Philadelphia in 1926, and the 
holder of the longest list of important grand 
championships known to the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed. Then there is Black Woodlawn 
who was a state fair winner in 1894, and 
the sire not only of Oakville Quiet Lad the 
International grand champion of 1910 but 
of Erwin C. the International grand cham- 
pion bull of 1918. Oakville Quiet Lad pro- 
duced an abundance of show material, 
among his progeny being Idolmere the In- 
ternational grand champion bull of 1919 for 
Dr. Huggins of Tennessee. Erwin C. pro- 
duced among many others the champion bull 
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Enlate at the head of : i 
herd in Iowa. ati Eastside 

Star of Denison won many a vi 
W. A. McHenry of Iowa, pat pg li 
pa ane and 1907. Besides he left a long 
list of winning progeny. Old Heather La 

imself a champion and sire of 
champions and Delamere won at the High- 
land Society show in 1901, he too left many 
an outstanding youngster to his credit, Bar- 
bara McHenry 10th was a producer of cham- 
pions and so was Quality of Meadowbrook. 
He’s a Star was an International winner in 
1900 and Western Star was a strong state 
fair champion in 1902 and 1903, he also sir- 
ed calves of the same calibre. 

Among the old timers will be found the 
names of Morone, a prize winner in the 
hands of E. T. Davis, of Towa; Bell’s Eclip- 
ser a New York state fair winner in 1896 
and Heather Blackbird a consistent state 
fair first prize winner in 1894. Queen Mc- 
Henry 47th was a strong contender in 1904 
and captured her share of the ribbons while 
Earl Eric of Ballindalloch made a record of 
first prize at the Perth show and sale in 
1906. The mention of Glenfoil Thickset 2d 
brings to mind amongst the old timers an 
unmatched show record—holder of the three 
successive International grand champion- 
ships. This cow, Pride of Rosemere 67th, 
shows every evidence of having been care- 
fully planned in the years that have gone 
by. Today is the time to assemble founda- 
tion materials that will serve as the basis 
upon which to build future International 
grand champions.

Transfers presented for record after ninety days 
from date of sale $2.00 each. (Transfer fee to be paid 
by seller. 


We are informed by Mr. A. C. Johnson of the 
Northwestern Railroad that the traffic managers of 
the railroads operating in the middle western territory, 
at a recent meeting permanently adopted the special 
one-half rate on less than carlot shipments of pure 
bred horses and cattle effective January 1, 1927.

Since this is my fourth year in club work, 
I havé had quite a little experience in feed- 
ing show stock. This year I fed an Aber- 
deen-Angus calf. I bought him from E. S. 
Bishop, of Washington, Iowa, who was 
then an Aberdeen-Angus breeder. The calf 
was born January 25, 1925. I decided to 
call him Blackjack, but when he was regis- 
tered at the state fair, the leader, who had 
forgotten his name, called him “Nig.” He 
was in good condition when I bought him 
and I think he must have had good care 
before, as he was very gentle. 

As soon as I got him, which was about 
the 20th of November, I started feeding him 
a little grain. December 1st I started keep- 
ing record of the feed. At this time he 
weighed 620 pounds. During the winter 
months he gained an average of sixty 
pounds per month. When I sold him at Des 
Moines he weighed 1160 pounds. 

When spring came I started training: him 
te stand and lead. I also started giving 
him baths, and grooming him. We had a 
club tour in June, when we went to differ-

ent places in the county, where there were 
club calves and pigs. This gave us an op- 
portunity to find the good and bad points 
of our stock. 

On the twenty-fourth of August we had 
the County show in Washington, to which 
I took “Blackjack.” After arriving I put 
him in his stall and proceeded to clean him 
up for the show. There were fourteen 
calves in all, two Shorthorns, two Aberdeen- 
Angus and ten Herefords. Blackjack plac- 
ed first in the Aberdeen-Angus class and 
was also grand champion. After the show 
we loaded them on the train and shipped 
them to the state fair. 

I went up to the fair and was there while 
the judging was going on. Here Blackjack 
placed seventh in the Senior Aberdeen-An- 
gus class of sixty-eight calves. I felt rath- 
er proud as this was the first time any of 
the calves that I had fed had ever placed 
within the money. 

Blackjack was sold at auction to Armour 
& Co. for 11.50 per ewt.—(Signed), Robert 
Hanna. 


Sold Out of Bulls. 

Sommerlea Stock Farms, Eau Claire, 
Michigan, are not alone famous for the 
high quality Aberdeen-Angus cattle produc- 
ed there but for the fine big type Poland 
Chinas as well. In addition there is a nook 
devoted to apples and peaches. The former 
was a big crop with a low price while the 
latter gave a fair yield that sold at the 
farm at $1.25 per bushel. There is another 
“patch” on these farms devoted to the 
growing of potatoes, and this year the crop 
was the best ever, with an average of 370 
bushels to the acre, all of fine quality.

Department Bulletin No. 1449-D, “Tum- 
ors of Domestic Animals,” by Robert J. For- 
mad, points out that a swelling caused by 
inflammation persists only as long as the 
cause producing it lasts, whereas t tumor 
when once it begins to develop continues 
to grow independently of the surrounding 
tissue. 

The bulletin contains information rela- 
tive to tumors of domestic animals, includ- 
ing a classification of these neoplasms. A 
copy may be obtained free, as long as the 
supply lasts, upon application to the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Washington, D. C.

From Goslar Farm. 
Salisbury, North Carolina. 
Nov. 28, 1926. 
Editor The Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

The wheels of time have made some 
changes hereabouts since I last wrote you. 
Salisbury then was an Aberdeen-Angus 
centre but three of the six herds have been 
dispersed. Those of us who are left believe 
our good time is at hand, for the Southern 
farmer is so badly hurt by the overwhelm- 
ing crop of cotton, selling at half the cost 
of production, that he is more ready to turn 
to good live stock, which is apt to mean a 
husky Aberdeen-Angus bull calf. Two herds 
near Salisbury were dispersed because the 
farms they occupied were cut up into town 
lots. The R. Lee Mahaley cattle mostly 
went to the block but 4 choice young heif- 
ers went to the herd of T. E. Conley also 
of Salisbury, who now has about 20 head 
of Aberdeen-Angus, headed by an Erica 
bull. In this herd is a cow that has had 
five calves in five years, every one a heifer. 
This is a good lot of cattle. 

The Percy Grimes herd of 60 or 70 cat- 
tle was closely culled during the lean years 
to half that number and was being scatter. 
ed‘around at private sales when some man 
whose name I have been unable to !earn, 
near Winston-Salem, N. C., bought 20 head 
and saved the identity of this very old herd, 
so long known as the Penny and Hargrove 
herd, Linwood, N. C. The ancestors of 
these cattle came long ago from the A. G. 
Parr’s Virginia herd and the 20 head in the 
new foundation are headed by an Ames 
Plantation bull that has done a lot of good 
for the Grimes herd. Mr. Grimes told me 
he had been careful always to save the 
heifers from the best milkers and to have 
the cows relieved daily of what milk the 
calves could not use. As a result, the cows 
developed a milking capacity that became a 
nuisance as the herd was tended by hired 
hands who hated to bother with milking. 

Gay Eric 3rd 172159, by Vala’s Rosegay 
63475, dam, Ethiopia E. 146154, the bull 
that E. H. Harrison, of Salisbury, bought 
for 1080 at the Rosenfeld sale in 1915, died 
last winter. He had done a great work 
and many of the Southeast’s best cattle 
descend from him. Another great bull 
around here is Palo 3rd 340375, by Black 
Joe Ito, the bull George Y. Kluttz, of Rock- 
well, N. C., bought from Stanley R. Pierce, 
his breeder, in 1922. His calves are marve- 
lous and Mr. Kluttz has to my mind the 
best cattle of any of us. I am using one of 
his calves in my little herd, succeeding a K. 
Pride son of Faultless Pass, and he is devel- 
oping into the best bull I ever had since A. 
L. French sold me a grandson of Gay Black- 
bird nearly 14 years ago. That bull, my first 
was out of the same cow as John Hitch’s 
first bull, old Lady Nosegay French 57667. 
I understand Gaylord French is producing 
better cattle even than his lamented father, 

who did so much in this section for the 
grand old breed. The French herd is near 
Draper, N. C., right at the Virginia line.—
